The raw materials on 
which many of Germany's grcntesl 
industries depend connol be obtain- 
ed, because Germany has nothing lo 
use for money lo buy them. 


So, facing a season of want and 


hardship, the Hitler government is 
preparing to meet it in a new way 
by persuading the people that tight- 
ening your belt is great fun. 


The opening' guns in this strange 


propaganda campaign have already 
been fired. The bad economic situation 
is being blamed on the errors of Hit- 
ler's predecessors in office and on the 
hostility of certain "intcrnationl cli- 
ques" outside of Germany.

After this will come great broad- 


sides extolling the virlucs of endur- 
ance and self-sacrifice, A tremendous 
barrage of oralory and newspaper ar- 
ticles will glorify the Spartan .ability 
to do withoul things. Germany wil be 
sold, if the energetic Nazis can pos- 
sible accomplish it, on the idea that a 
winter of extreme hardship is only a 
new challenge to patriotism. 


Now this is interesting, not only be- 


cause Hcrr Hitler is going to try to 
make an asset out of a great liability. 
Its real significance lies in its revela- 
tion of the tremendous power which 
control of the sources of propaganda 
gives to a man or his party in this 
modern world.

A distotorship docs not, in Ihe lasl 


analysis depend directly on guns and 
bayonets. It depends on the power to 
mold public opinion. All that guns and 
bayonets can do is to put the power 
exclusively in the dictolor's hands. 


In olhcr words, a dictatorship does 


not survive because it makes people 
put up with its sway; it survives, be- 
"cause, literally, it can mack them like 
it. 


It docs violence to the mind and 


not to the body. II crcalcsa slale of 
mind lhat is favorable to it, and as 
long as it can do that its acts of ter- 
rorism arc only incidental. 


Could there be a greater object les- 


son in favor of free speech and free 
press? As long as the sources of pro- 
paganda are open to all there can be 
no dictatorship. 


The critical picture of the unem- 


ployment relief picture in the United 
Stales is graphically shown by the 
news that jusl about one-fourth of 
the inhabitants of New York are now 
receiving substantial relief of some 
kind. 


Public Wufarc Commissioner Hod- 


son says that fully 200,000 New York 
families arc on relief now and thai 
the number may rise to half a million 
before the end of the year.

ance this tremendous relief load is 
jarring New York to its foundations, | 
naturally enough.

WASHINGTON -(/F'(- The Agri- 


culture department expects sharly re- 
duced production this year among the 
major crops, but believes there will 
be sufficient to go around. 


Largely a.s the result of the drouth, 


"total crop production appears much 
lower than in any year since the be- 
ginning of the World war," the de- 
partment said Monday. But it added: 


"On the whole, national supplies of 


principal food crops, if closely util- 
ized, should be sufficient for ordin- 
ary requirements." 


By combining estimates for 33 of 


the principal crops, the department 
said indicated yields per acre will av- 
erage 18 per cent less than last year 
and about 22 per cent below the av- 
erage for the pas 13 years.

for More Bodies 


Dragged to Determine If 


Others Perished When 


Boat Sank 


TEXARKANA.-(/P)-With the bod- 


ies of 11 negroes recovered from the 
Old river, 35 miles 
east 
of here, 


searchers dragged the stream in an 
effort to determine if others drowned 
when a ferry sank Sunday as it car- 
ried a party across to a baptising. 


Fire1 Chief W. J. Stringer of Tex- 


arkana, who directed the work of 
dragging for the bodies, said no ac- 
curate check was made of the number 
of passengers on the weather-beaten 
craft and he was not certain if all 
bodies had been found. 


The bottom of the boat fell out as 


it reached mid-stream, 
where 
the 


water was 12 feet deep. 


The dead ranged in age from 18 


months lo 50 years. A 35-year-old 
mother, Mary Jane Oaks held her 
baby clutched in her arms as .she 
sank, and both bodies were reeovnr- 
ed, the arms of the 
mother 
still 


clinching to her baby. 


Two brothers, Jolmnio and Nollie 


Garrett, grasped p«ch other as they 
sank, and when the bodies were re- 
covered the arm;; of each were about 
the other's neck.

Oakes, 35; M. C. Boris, 10; L. C. Sorls, 
9; Frank McCary, 45; Johnnie Gar- 
rett, 8; Nollie Garrett, 10; Doc Wil- 
liams, 50; Clarence Wyatt, 2,'l; Frank 
Snell, 10; Vernice Riven, 30.

Voters To Polls

With all of the Louisiana national 


guard encamped in New Orleans, op- 
posed by Mayor Wolmslpy's reinforc- 
ed .city police, the rest of .the, state 
prepared for a quiet prmary. 


"Kingfish" Long had 2000 or more 


soldiers and Mayor Walmsley had an 
almost equal number of policemen.

where ferries or toll bridges were- 
several years ago; it has one of- the 
finest state Universities in Ihe coun- 
(ry, the greatest sea and land plane 
airport. Huey P. Long takes the credit 
lor all. 


But John M. Parker, who ran for 


vice-president on the Theodore Bull 
Moose ticket .developed the highway 
layout when he was governor, and also 
(he university plans. It was Governor 
Parker's plan, however, that the high- 
ways and university should be devel- 
•oped on a pay-as-you-go basis, out of 
Ihe proceeds of severance taxes on 
natural resources. 


The free bridges to the «ast of New 


Orleans were built out of a special 
ilax levied upon New Orleans disl- 
rict, and din't cost the stale a cent. 
Governor O..H. Simpson signed the 
contracts and began the work. Yet 
Long claims the credit. 


Wants Name on Bridge 


Across the Mississippi river at New 


Orleans is now being thrown a 514,000- 
000 railroad and auto bridge, out of 
funds advanced by the PWA and the 
railroads. Plans were developed by 
the public belt railroad system, and 
Thomas F. Cunningham, president of 
that organization, before Long had 
ever heard of the bridge. Yet Long 
claims the credit and has even order- 
ed that it be known as the Huey P. 
Long bridge. 


When Long came into power as gov- 


ernor, he remembered lago's cogent 
ad/ice: "Put money in thy purse."

the- Long stretch—one mile—and it 
cost Bogalusa only $11,000.

These bond issues entrenched Long 


in power, nnd were the means by 
which he developed the most amazing; 
political machine Louisiana ever saw, 
and one of the strongesl 4n the United 
Stales. 
; 


When ho was governor the logisla- 


tut-o impeached him . He would have, 
been booted out had it hot been for! 
ir> senators who signed the famous1 
round-robin declaring that, ho matter j 
what the evidence they . would nol] 
vole.against Long. 
1 Every one of iho.se 15 has been ro- 
w.irded personally or through some 
iiember of his family since. John B. 
Fournet, speaker of the House, then, 
who manipulated the voting machine, 
ind so preovnted a vote, is today the 
Meutenant governor of Louisiana. 


Long runs every department of the 
fate, lie is as insistent on the control 
)f details as of larger operations, and 
iambs holders of the smallest jobs as 
well as department heads. Louisiana, 
under him now, is a one-man show. 


Brooks No Rivals 


Long his so picked his men and 
rganized his machine that no one can 
In-eaten his supremacy. He does not. 
hoose men of that calibre. He must 
e sun, moon and stars in his political I 
rmament. and his appoinlees only.1 


•Ihe asleroids wandering around. 


Yet this man has lost every voting 


place in which he lived. Winn parish, 
where he was born and reared, voted 
arainst .hitn; Shreveport, where he 
made his home for years, went against 
him; Baton Rouge, which he enriched 
during his governorship with tremen- 
dous construclion, and in other ways, 
doesn't give him enough 
votes to 


sweeten his coffee. 


When he came to live in New Or- 


leans he had himself appointed pre- 
cinct captain ,yet lost the precinct and 
the ward in the last election. 


If ho -wins in the New Orleans elec- 


tion of September 11, there is no tell- 
ing to what ends he may go. If he 
loses it. will be a hard beating. 


Win or lose, he still is a force to 


-eacon; with and fear, far though he 
has been -down many times, -he lias 
yet to be counted out.
